Myth: Delayed Refunds, those Claiming EITC and/or 
ACTC, will be Delivered on Feb. 15 

By law, the IRS cannot issue refunds before Feb. 15 for 
any tax return claiming the Earned Income Tax Credit 
(EITC) or Additional Child Tax Credit (ACTC). The IRS 
must hold the entire refund, not just the part related to 
the EITC or ACTC. The IRS will begin to release these 


refunds starting Feb. 15. 


These refunds likely won’t arrive in bank accounts or 
on debit cards until the week of Feb. 27. This is true as 
long as there is no additional review of the tax return 
_ required and the taxpayer chose direct deposit. Banking 
and financial systems need time to process deposits, 


- which can take several days. 


Taxpayers should keep a copy of their tax return. 
Taxpayers using a software product for the first time may 
. need their Adjusted Gross Income (AGI) amount from 
their prior-year tax return to verify their identity.

Nich- 
ols nyas also the town vendor 
of S st Indies goods,” a 
tern or liquor. 

Mesa opposite (left) cor- 
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ner is the former Congrega- 
tional Parsonage. Before the 
Civil War, it was the home of 
Thomas Davis Bond, who 
owned a cracker bakery 
next door. Bond gave the 
house to the Congregational 
Church after he built a new 


‘home of Italianate design, 


now the St. Thomas Rectory. 
His son, Arthur Thomas 
Bond, developed a good col- 
lection of town history and 
designed the town seal. 

On the right, behind the 
funeral home, is a parking 
lot that was once the site of 
the Grange Hall. Built in the 
early 1900s, it was the princi- 
pal meeting hall for many 
town functions through the 
first half of the Twentieth 
Century, town meetings, 
graduations, movies, proms, 
fairs. and meetings. It was 
torched in the late 1960s. 

On the left is the Wildwood 
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Cemetery, starting with the 
portion that was donated by 
Mrs. Dr. France Hiller. Dr. 
Hiller, known as the “casket 
lady,” had a large tomb built 
there. After her death in 
1900, the tomb held her and 
her husband’s caskets for 
about 35 years. The tomb 
was eventually flattened and 
the caskets buried. Two 
large urns mark the Hiller 
grave sites, visible from 
Wildwood Street. 

Opposite the cemetery is a 
portion of the Wilmington 
High School grounds. For 
many years, the home of 
Frank Frotton stood there, 
with a large garden in front. 
After that, also on the right, 
is the former home of Gerry 
“Scratch” O’Reilly and his 
late wife Anne (Frotton, ) 
who taught at Wilmington 
High School. 

For many years, there was 


a chicken farm on the right, 
owned by Carmen Luongo. 

At the side of the road was 
the “Bear Oak,” where in 
1760, the last bear in Wil- 
mington was shot by Eph- 
raim Buck. The Queen Anne 
musket with which he shot 
the bear is now in the Wil- 
mington historical collec- 
tion. The oak tree was cut in 
the 1890s for the construc- 
tion of a streetcar line that 
ran the length of Wildwood 
Street. 

There is a great swamp on 
both sides of Wildwood 
Street where Maple Meadow 
Brook crosses, One of the 
principal tributaries of the 
Ipswich River, it joins with 
Lubbers Brook near Jenks 
Bridget. When there is a 
flood, this stream often 
flows across the road, clos- 
ing it. 

The Wildwood School sits 


on Buck’s Hill, a drumlin 
formed in the last glacial 
age, about 10,000 years ago. 
The hill was a campsite for 
Native Americans, who for 
centuries would fish in the 
nearby brook and grow corn 
in the field to the east. 
During the construction of 
the school, many artifacts 
were found there. 

The houses opposite the 
school were built in the 
early 1950s as_ veterans’ 
housing by the Wilmington 
Housing Authority. They 
were rented to veterans of 
World War II and the Korean 
War, and were eventually 
sold to the veterans living 
there. 

The Cushing carnival busi- 
ness is on the left. It was 
started in the 1940s by Larry 
Carr. 

The land in that area was 
in the Buck family for more 


Wildwood Street, from the center to ‘the city’ 


than 250 years. Benjamin 
Buck had an extensive hop 
farm. The house that bears 
his name is now the oldest in 
town, parts of it dating from 
about 1672. It was built by 
Ephraim Buck. It is nearly 
the last house on the street. 

On the corner is the Darius 
Buck house, dating from the 
early 1800s. For many years, 
it was the home of Henry 
Wilson Sargent, a bicycle 
mechanic known as “Henny 
Penny.” Sargent was an ec- 
centric character who char- 
ged a penny a minute for 
mechanical work. He built a 
whirligig in his yard of 
Uncle Sam, sawing wood. 
That whirligig has been sold 
in auction for upwards of 
$12,000. 

The area at the end of 
Wildwood Street was once 
called “the city.” How it got 
that name is a unknown.

facility but within the area 
immediately surrounding it. 

“The concern, really, was 
people being able to leave on 
their own and going wherev- 
er they may want,” Santini 
said. 

Begonis reported on his 
ednversations with police 
chiefs from the area who 
have detox centers in their 
districts.

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rowski was amenable to, and 
a limit of admissions to busi- 
ness hours, which led to 
some concern from the peti- 
tioner regarding the ability 
to admit hospital patients 
from an ambulance transfer 
at night. 

The Board of Appeals also 
raised concerns that the fa- 
cility would have the ability 
to add to the plan as present- 
ed, and debated adding fu- 
ture construction limitations 
to the petition. Siracusa also 
raised concerns about the 
size even in the existing peti- 
tion, and requested that the 
building be one-story to pre- 
serve the harmony of the 
neighborhood. 

State Representative Dave 
Robertson was one of the 
stakeholders who asked the 
board to deny the proposal. 
Robertson suggested that 
such a facility could be 
located elsewhere in town.

Resident Mary Giroux 
spoke out in favor of the facil- 
ity, despite some noises of 
discontent from the crowd. 
Giroux, who lost her son to 
addiction in 2013, said that 
she was very familiar with 
detox facility operation. 

“The applicant, in my opin- 
ion, has tried very hard to 
give the board and this town 
everything that they asked 
for,” Giroux said. 

She noted that the proposal 
had passed the Planning 
Board, and urged the Board 
of Appeals to consider it in a 
more strictly legal sense. 

“You’re faced with what’s 
in front of you, what the law 
is, what the zoning bylaws 
ask you to do, and that’s all 


“Pm asking you to do as 


well,” Giroux added. 
Following the vote of de- 
nial, the board will submit 
documentation of the vote 
and reasons for denial.

By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
WILMINGTON - Over the 
last 25-plus years, .-the 
Wilmington High School 
boys’ hockey team has been 
one of the top, elite pro- 

grams in the state. 

Aside from the wins, many 
league titles and their two 
state championship titles, 
the Wildcats have had the 
reputation of being a hard- 
nosed team, that has a ros- 
ter filled of relentless work- 
ers year-after-year.

freshman defenseman 
Aiden Elkins and eighth 
grade defenseman Jack 
Farrell.

‘Prior to a recent practice 
at the Breakaway Ice Center 
in Tewksbury, a number of 
those players were asked to 
express their views on the 
reasons behind the success 
of the AP team so far this 
season, as well as share 
thoughts on their individual 
contributions to the pro- 
gram. 

Elkins pointed out the 
Hingham matchup in late- 
December as one of the 
more noteworthy wins of the 
campaign. After blanking 
St. Mary’s Lynn in the pre- 
liminary round of the Serino 
Christmas Classic, 2-0, the 
Cougars returned to the 
Malden.

that game,” said Elkins. 

“Hingham is a great team 
but we consistently kept our 
feet moving, killed off penal- 
ties, and put a few pucks in 
the net.” 

Elkins, who participated in 
Wilmington Youth Hockey 
before moving on to the 
Islanders Hockey Club and 
the Top Gun Hockey Club 
prior to reaching the AP 
varsity ranks, agrees that 
the Cougars are playing 
very well but admits there is 
always room for a 
ment. 

“This is a great program at 
Austin Prep and we all buy 
into it,” he said. “We work 
hard every day in practice 
and even harder in games. 
Personally, I hope I can con- 
tribute more to the team, 
with fewer penalty minutes 
and more points.” 

“Elkins is a big kid and 
when you have size and 
strength like that, you defi- 
nitely have a leg up,” said 
Austin Prep second-year 
Coach Bill Pappas. “We have

Pappas also has hopes that 
his team, which is currently 
ranked No. 2 by Mass High 
School Hockey, can improve 
on last year’s playoff results 
which featured a one-and- 
done in the play-in round of 
the Super-8 tournament fol- 
lowed by another quick exit 
in the North Division 1 
Quarterfinals. 

“What happened in the 
post-season is just more 
proof that there are no 
‘gimmes’ in this world 
today,” he said. “There were 
certainly no ‘gimmes’ after 
winning our league last year. 
We mention this in many of 
our pre-game conversations.

Currently tied for fourth in 
scoring with the Cougars is 
Nolan Ricci, with 5 goals 
and 4 assists. Like his team- 
mates, Ricci would like to 
have another crack at the 
Super-8 but he also has his 
sights set on a team that 
represents a huge challenge 
in the weeks ahead. 

“We’re scheduled to face 
Pope Francis twice and 
they’re one of the top-5 
teams in the state,” said the 
junior forward who came up 
the ranks via 
Wilmington Youth Hockey, 
followed by a number of 
years spent in junior hockey 
with the Shamrocks and the 
Rangers. “Hopefully, we can 
take at least one of the two 
games with them.” 

Little did Ricci know that 
less than twenty-four hours 
after he made that comment 
for this article, he and his 
team would make the long 
bus trip to West Springfield 
and suffer a 4-0 loss to Pope 
Francis. 

Ricci and his teammates 
will have a chance to return 
the favor when Pope Francis 
visits for a rematch in mid- 
February. 

Coach Pappas describes 
Ricci as a little man with the 
Midas touch. 

“It’s like flipping a light 
switch with Nolan,” he said. 
“He’s that guy who just 
floats around and all of a 
sudden, he’s in your face. We 
like how he plays this game. 
He gets in there, finds the 
soft spot, and scores goals.” 

When they’re not skating 
on a 0.115 of an inch width 
steel blade, many of the 
hockey players partake in 
other sports. Several dabble 
in golf and _ goaltender 
Robbie Farrell (see Farrell 
feature) is a varsity lacrosse 
player. But Chris Roy, of 
Tewksbury, can claim suc- 
cess in a sport that, unlike 
golf and lacrosse, doesn’t 
parallel ice hockey. 

“I was part of the varsity 
baseball team that won the

tournament last year,” said 
Roy, who was an outfielder 
for the 24-2 Cougars squad 
which defeated Lynnfield 
this past spring to win the 
Division 3 North finals and 
later, Taconic, to claim the 
D3 State Title. 

Roy, who typically skates 
on the first line as a winger 
and currently has five goals 
and a trio of assists to his 
credit, believes in a simple 
formula for success. 

“We just need to keep skat- 
ing hard every day and keep 
this thing going,” he said. “I 
don’t really care who we’re 


playing as long as we come 


out of it with a win.” 

“Chris is another one of 
those kids who has worked 
very hard to get where he is 
today,” said Pappas. “He can 
skate like the wind when he 
gets going and he has a 
great shot. We expect to see 
him come on strong over the 
next ten games of the sea- 
son.” 

Along with his desire to be 
part of a successful Super-8 
run, Ackerly is dedicated to 
his sport and follows a work- 
out routine that helps him 
hold that edge. His attitude 
proves that the secret to 
Austin Prep’s success is 
really not a secret at all. 

“We practice hard, play 
hard, and always follow the 
instructions of our coach,” 
said the freshman forward, 
whose current resume 
includes a pair of goals and 
three assists. “There’s a lot 
of buy-in to this program.

job, lugging nearly fifty 
pounds of assorted protec- 
tive equipment from one 
cold rink to another only to 
“ride the pine,” which is the 
term used for a player who 
Sees little action.

Farrell “road the pine” as a 
sophomore, patiently wait- 
ing for an opportunity to 
play while his predecessor, 
Dylan Regan, led the Austin 
Preparatory Cougars to 
great success during his 
tenure between the pipes. 
-When Regan moved on to 
Vermont Academy prior to 
last season, Farrell got his 
¢hance and proved very 
quickly, that it was worth 
the wait. He also demon- 
strated, almost immediately, 
to his teammates and the 
AP: coaching staff that they 
had the right man for the 
job: 
-“Robbie sat for two sea- 
sons and got his start last 
year as a junior,” said Austin 
Prép second-year Coach Bill 
Pappas, who was the assis-

Center. “He taught me how 


to communicate and keep 
my eye on the puck at all 
times.” 


When asked, Senior 
Captain Farrell explained 
that communication 


between the players on the 
ice is essential, particularly 
between the goaltender and 
the defensemen in front of 
him. When communication 
breaks down, the opposition 
will likely capitalize with 
added scoring opportunities. 

“I think our communica- 
tion is huge this year,” said 
Farrell. “It’s far better than 
in recent years. The defense 
has done an amazing job in 
front of me. They’re letting 
me see the puck and they let 
me know where players are 
along the boards so I can 
quickly move the puck out, if 
needed.” 

In November of 2017, 
Farrell was part of the State 
Championship Wilmington 
Midget 1A squad. Farrell 
joined goaltenders Ryan St. 
Jean and Steve Bowker in 
allowing only six total goals 
in an unbeaten five-game 
series and claim the first 
such title in Wilmington 
hockey history. At the time, 
Farrell was described as 
“the most agile and athletic 
goalie around.” 

As a junior, Farrell helped 
Austin Prep finish the sea- 


son at 13-8-1 and reach viiial 
is often described as 
Massachusetts hockey’s ver- 
sion of the Stanley Cup, the 
MIAA Super ‘Bight 
Tournament. But unfortu- 
nately, the Cougar’s visit to 
the post-season was abbrevit 
ated. 

“Last year, we played pret: 
ty well but lost a couple. of 
games that we needed to win 
and that really hurt us in 
qualifying for the Super 
Hight,” recalled Farrell, 
who is also a member of the 
AP varsity lacrosse ‘team: 
“We ended up as the ‘nirith: 
seed and unfortunately, lost 
the play-in game.” 

Following the early” exit 
from the Super Light; 
Austin Prep moved down to 
the MIAA North Division, 1 
tournament, entering as the 
6th-seed. But after 4d first 
round bye, the Cougars weré 
eliminated from farther 
playoff contention by ‘a- 3rd: 
seed Newburyport club,-3-1.’ 

This year, Farrell. is 
excelling at his craft: and 
thus far, has led the Cougars 
to a 9-1-1 mark. He humbly 
gives thanks to his team- 
mates for the success but-his 
coach gives credit Mi 
credit is due.

By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
ROXBURY - The 
Wilmington High School 
girls' track-and-field team 
had a very strong showing 
at Saturday's Division 4 
Eastern Mass Relay Meet

The Wildcats finished 
eighth our of 25 teams with 
North Reading, Pentucket 
Regional, Newburyport, Old 
Rochester and NDA of 
Hingham and_ Holliston 
rounding out the top six 
teams. 

"Relays are a fun meet but 
at the same time it's one we 
can use to be aggressive in 
our events," said head coach 
Brian Schell. "I told the 
team that it would be cham- 
pionship caliber environ- 
ment and there shouldn't be 
any holding back. 

“Coming into it, we knew 
that we would get to see a lot 
of the teams in our division 
ahd this would be our first 
taste of the (post-season 
meets). Knowing a lot of 
strong teams like North 
Reading and _  Pentucket 
would be there, this was a 
meet that the coaching staff 
could challenge everyone 
and double them up (in mul- 
tiple events)." 

Wilmington placed in three 
events, and just missed out 
placing in a fourth. The high 
jump trio of Hannah LaVita, 
Juliana Patrone and. Evelyn 
Miller-Nuzzo had the best 
showing as they ended up in 
a-tie for second place with a 
combined mark of 14-05.00. 
LaVita led by clearing 5- 
foot-1, and the other two 
both cleared 4-foot-8, which 
was a personal best for 
Miller-Nuzzo. 

“The high jump team con- 
tinues to excel and it was 
great to see Evy get that 
next height having cleared 
4-6 multiple times," said 


Schell. "Juliana just missed 
4-11 but was good experience 
and practice just like at 
Dartmouth Relays. Hannah 
clearing 5-1 continues to 
show her consistency and is 
always a great thing to 
have." 

The 4x400 relay team fin- 
ished fifth with a state qual- 
ifying time of 4:20.28. The 
foursome included Amanda 


Broussard, Miller-Nuzzo, 
Maggie Bourgeois and 
Emma Garrity. Both 


Broussard and Miller-Nuzzo 
had splits of 66 seconds, 
Bourgeois ran at 65 and 
Garrity, the anchor leg, fin- 
ished at a blazing 61 sec- 
onds. 

“The 4x400 is always an 
intense race at the end of 
the meet and this group 
looked strong,” said Schell. 
“One of the biggest things 
entering our time was to be 
in the same heat with 
Melrose. Amanda's lead off 
keeping us neck-and-neck 
with them. Evy went out 
tough and like she needed 
too and kept us close for 
Maggie. I have stressed to 
her constantly to go out 
hard and she did. She ran 
her best split and didn't lose 
any ground against 
Melrose's best 600-meter 
runner. 

“This gave Emma short 
striking distance to pass 
them right at the exchange 
and she ran a solid anchor 
leg to close a 50-meter lead 
from Medfield.” 

Broussard, Bourgeois and 
Garrity then joined Ashlyn 
Buckley to finish fifth in the 
sprint medley race with a 
combined time of 4:25.76, 
which Schell said could pos- 
sibly be a school record but 
had to research it a bit 
more. Hither way, Garrity 
ran the 800 at 2:22, Buckley 
and Bourgeois ran the 200 at 
28 and 29 seconds, respec- 
tively, and Bourgeois was 
clocked at 64 seconds in her 
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400-meter run. 

"Everyone loaded their 
sprint medley teams and our 
girls held their own,” said 
Schell. “Emma may not 
have had her best start to 
the race, but she was able to 
finish strong and pass a cou- 
ple girls to give us great 
position. Ashlyn is a power- 
ful runner and looked really 
strong running her best 200- 
meter split, handing off to 
Maggie who has a great 
stride holding off multiple 
teams and same _ with 
Amanda who anchored in 
her fastest 400-meter split as 
well.” 

The long jump team just 
missed out on placing in the 
top six, finishing seventh 
overall as Katie 
McLaughlin, Lauren 
Giuliana and Petya Stoeva 
combined to jump 38-08.25.

It’s 
certainly not what Scanlon 
and Burns and their pro- 
grams have been about for 
the last quarter-century- 
plus. 

The game of hockey is 
about playing together, ris- 
ing above adversity time 
after time after time. To play 
it, and to play it well, you 
need skill, talent, heart and 
more heart. 

The game of hockey is also 
about having mental and 
physical toughness. Mental 


toughness can be described 
in many different ways, but 
certainly starts with keeping 
your mouth shut, your nose 
clean and avoiding situa- 
tions that can possibly put 
you and your teammates in 
danger. 

Physical toughness means 
winning 1-on-1 battles in the 
corners and in front of the 
net. It doesn’t mean giving 
blind-sided checks, cross- 
checks to the throat or hay- 
makers to opposing players 
helmets. That behavior 
which we 
Saturday, is reckless, dan- 
gerous and __ potentially 
lethal. 

Saturday’s incident could 
have been worse. It could 
have been deadly and thank- 
fully, it wasn’t. 

That being said, one of the 
thousands of wonderful 
aspects about competing 
and being on a high school 
team is the million life les- 
sons you learn along the 
way. 

The life lesson here is 
painfully obvious -- let’s 
hope the Winchester and 
Wilmington hockey teams
